Cate firlt the ſayve lone with ſpittle 02 water, and 
VV. ſet a peece of white cloth befoze it, and you ſhall ſe. 
it giue in it a fairs luſtre of a Uislet colour, whiche 
ſhall comfozt your fight. And if yeu will make the ae to 
know if it be fine, take a little of it, and lay it vpon hot em⸗ 
bets, and make it flame, then take it out, and if vou ſer that 
it is not altred, it is a ũgne that it is god, and ir it change not 
at all, it is of the fineſt, bicauſe it feareth not the fire, but ra / 
ther augmenteth his true and perfite colour. Af you will 
mane another pꝛofe, lay it vpon a fire panne, oꝛ vpon ſome 
other vꝛon, and ſo heate it on a flame, and then quenchit with 
White vinaigrs very ſtrong,and take it off, and if you ſee that 
it hath not loft noz changed the tolour, it is of the beſt, and it 
it take tolour agayne it is ct the fineſt and mot perfite. And. 
ika man could get of this ſecond, which encreaſeth his colour 
he inigyt ſell it foꝛ thꝛe 03 foure trounes the vucez.but-very 
little ot it is to be had that will keepe his anturalicolgur.vue- 
will change ſome thing in the trying. And vou mut note, 
that in making theſe trials with ſtre, ik the ſtone do not kæpe 
wholly his naturall heate, the Azure ſhall not be of the fay- 
rell, but of the meane ſozte. To know when it is pouder, 
whether it be god 02 no, take a goldſmithes melting pot, and 
put a Woes of itinfo the ſayd pof at your diſcretion, and ſef 
it on the fire and let it lame and heate, and then let it cole 
agayne, 1 Aue it be not god it will melt like glaſſe : but but if it 
be god, it will remayns vnmolten in hisowne ſubſtaunce 
and eTence,and although it be in pouder, it will yet be god, 
and if i cg aſe it were tut halle gam, and halle badde, the 
bade wil elte, and betome like a cake, and the ſtone will 
remapne in tis flate and colour till.” And this fraude and 
decepte iscommonly w2ought of them that ſell it, and ther 
foꝛe let euery manne beware of it. And ot all the ths ſoꝛts 
of S$ure, you Wall get out fe2 every pounde of ſtone , 3 
meattce of that which endureth the ciments aboucſayd, | about 
a fine vnces and a halfe.of :4zure,and the firlt whiche ſhall 
bs the nel will te ſolve oY twelue oz thirteene ducates an 


bnce, 
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vnte, the ſecond foꝛ that oꝛ foure crownes, and the thirds a 
crowne. Then ſhall you take out the laſt which is called cin- 
ders, which is of no great value, and yetneuerthcleſſe it will 
bears the colt t charge of your pat, and by this mcanes you 
may giue iudgement of the gayne and pzofite of your woꝛk. 
But if it were of thoſe ſtones which in trying of them do de- 
creaſe and loſe their colsur,a man can not make ſo much noꝛ 
ſofine:but if you will take payne foz to fine them the moze, 
you mulk giue them the paft,as it ſhal be declared afterward. 
True it is that it diminicheth much in weight. But that is 
gd, true, and perũte, which is full of veines of golde, and ſhi⸗ 
ning: and that is it that ſuſtayneth and abideth liuely all ci- 
ments ol fyꝛe, ot vinaigre, and alſo all other triall. | 


The maner hovy to prepare the ſtone Lapis laſuli, and 
do calcine it yvhen you vvill grinde | it. 


Ane the ſayde ſtone, that is to ſay, that which hath the 

; veinesof golde, and which hatt biene in cimentes and 
fozeſayd p2ofes,and bꝛeake him into pietes as bigge as 
Haſell nuttes, and waſh them in hotte water, then put then 
inta a SGoldſmithes melting potte, and ſet it on the embers, 
and make them red hotts and flaming; then take them aut 
one after another, and quenche them in white vinaigre di- 
filled though a felt the oꝛ foure times, oꝛ elſe quench them 
in the vzine oz piſſe of a yong childe that is in health. And 
then diſtilled in the maner afozeſayd : but note that vinaigre 
is better, and make this calcination ſire o2 ſeuen times, foʒ in 
Kamping it, it will bꝛeake the better, and be the eaſier to 
grinde, where as if it were not well calcined, a man coulde 
ſcant ſtampe it, bitauſe it caſteth it ſelfe within the Copper.

of purified Percurie in the ſayd pouder, and put this pouder 


in a linnen cloth, and w2ing oz ſtrapne it hard, and the ſlilner 
wil leape out, bꝛinging the golde with it. This done put the

Ake thzze an foure glaſſes full of woll water, and dittil

be as it were vellow, and let it ſ&th ſo much vntill there riſe 


no mozeſkumme o2 froth: fo2 then it is ſodden,and you may 
takt it from the fre, and kerpe it in a Wioll, This done, take 
fine Dꝛagons blod, aſmuch as a Nutmegge,and bzay i it vpon 
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keeps it in another viol oꝛ glaſſe, and adde nts it aſmuche of - 
the ſayde water that it come of a Uiolet colour, and tyat 
is the licour that mon vſs,but keepe it well from duff, But 
if the ſtone, out of the which pou will get your Azure haue 
a violet colour liuely and pere, put to it the ſapde lycour, 
that it may make a I2ecacties colour, that it be not of to hye 
à colour, and that it be rather cl&rs than red.

Ake of the ſayd pouder beaten: and ſifted, and begin fa 

bꝛap oz grinde it, ſpꝛinkling it by little and little with 

the ſame licour, and that it be well cloſed, and kepte 
togither as ſtraight as poſſible, foꝛ bieing at large pou ſhould 
loſe muche ol it, and bering cloſe it wil bzay the better. Now

out of it, in cenſidering with your iudgement the oyle that 
may peraduentute beentred in, in handling it, and ſo leaue 
it in the ſayd water luke warme the ſpace of a quarter ot᷑ an 
houre, if it be in ſommor, but if it be in winter leſle. Then 
remember to empty out all theſe waters into the fozeſayde 
veſſell, hauing th2e gutters oz pipes, and when you voyde 
out the firſt water, put in other lune warme water, to the in⸗ 
tent that the paſt may be the ſofter, and ſo by litle and litle 
the god will come out. Foz if you woulde haue it out all at

He manpfeſt ſigne and token of the firſt azure when it 

commeth out, is, that it ſeemeth ſomewhat ceurſer and 

thicker than the other, which ts bicauſe of the vaynes of 
golde that are inthe ſayd fone, Lhe ſecond ſhalbe fingr and 
thinner, but you ſhall not fee ſo god a colour in tt. The third 
Chal ſeme vnto you moze fine and thinne, but it ſhalbe paler 
or colour and clearer, and open, and that is to be vnderſtand 
when the Lapis laſuli is god and perfite. The pꝛice of the co⸗ 
lours hath bene befoze ſpoken of, The ſtone coſteth oꝛdina⸗ 
rily ſire oꝛ eight crounes the pound, accozding to the places. 
And ik the lone be ged and ſine (as it ought to be a man ſhal 
get out of it at the leaſt all counted ten vnces and a hal fe, and 
the ſtone be not ſs fine, you ſhal get out at the leaſt eight vn⸗ 
tes.

Pen you haue gotten them out of the paſt,and hang 
V taken out the water, put vpon them ſome ſweete lye 

that is cleare, and waſh them handſomly with pour 
hands, And ſo ſhall vou do to every ſozt ofthe azures,cch one 
by himſelle, and empty out eche of the waters apart,and let 
the ſayd waters ſcttle befoꝛe you put them into their baſons, 
and waſh them ſo often vntill they be clenſed from al maner 
of greaſe oz fatte ofthe paſt, Then rynſe them the oz foure 
times with frelh and colde water, to the intent they may be 
the moze purified and made cleane, | 
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To purifie perfite the Azures vvith the yelkes / 
of Hennes egges. 
Ake the yelkes of fiue 02 ſires egges of Bennss that van 
ben nouriſhed and fed with coꝛne, and not with graſſe, 
and pierce the velke with ſome ſhar pe po ynted thing, E 
ſpꝛinkle it here and there, as men do oyle vpon ſalads,vpen 
the azures,a litle vpon ech ſozt, and do ſo in euery baſen and 
incoꝛpoꝛate wel togither with your hand, the egge with the 
azurs, then wach it agapne with ſtrong (werte lpe, and walh 
it ſo long vntill you ſe it come out as cleare as vou did put it 
in: then rinſe it thz& oz loure times with freth water, and 
this is the true waſhing x the perfit purifying, which giueth 
a gloſſe vnto all azures, and this ſecrete do all the excellent 
maiſters vſe,and aboue al things let the water always ſettle 
'befo2e vou empty it eut into the other baſons,foz you ſhould 
diminiſh to much the greater maſſs of aʒure. There is yet an 
other godly ſec _ fo togiueagloſſe vnto the ſayde azures, 
which is viknowen to many men, and that is whe the azure 
is well wathed and purified, as is befoze mentioned, Take 
the gall ofa bull, and bzeake it vpon the azures, as you did 
the pelke of the egge, accoꝛding as the azure is vpon every 
ſoꝛt. Then rubbe them well with your hande,and walb them 
as befozs, And nate, that all theſe maners of purifyings 
are made one after another, when the azures be out of the 
paſt, and pou ſhall make all the ſayde purifyings diligently, 
bandſomely,and leyſurely in the baſen. And this is a very

gither, and lo putte a Coife vppen his head, and that ſhall ſuf- 
fiſe once a dap, in doing it thꝛer dayes togither. And it the hai⸗ 
res fal nat oſt them ſelues, pul them out by litle and litle, and 


wich in twelue oz thirtene dapes he ſhall be cured, Alſo ano⸗ 


ther waye, take Sage, Roſs marie, oureLadyes gloucs, 


Cam9- 
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Camomil,and panis porcinus, cutte this very ſmall;of eche ot 
them a handkul, boile them vntil they be ſodden inough, and þ 
the vertue and ſtrength be remained in the wine, then train 
it, and p22e wel the herbes, and walhe the ſkabbie bla with 
the ſaid wine, and dzy it well, this vone make afine pouder ol 
a hece of the ſleſh of a yang Bull, and ſtrow it vpon the head 
like ſpice s, and binde the coile vppon his heat, doing this once 
a day, an plucke euery day ſome of the haires away, fo2 they 
weil die awa p by litle any litle of themſelues. And doe thus ſo 
dtdten, vntil vou ſæ his head nete and cleane, and then ſhall he 
bt thoꝛowly whole. There is pet another ſecrete,wherof me 
make little 82 none accõpt, and pet neuertheleſſe if you p20ue 
it, vou ſhall finde a mernellous effec oł it. Take thz& pounde
